many years regretted not hav- 
ing her degree. 

On June 0, 1903, 23 years 
after hor. retirement, Valpa- 
raiso University awarded her 
a degree of Bachelor of Arts 
in absentia, 

Atone time in her teaching 
career, she left Lake County 
to teach in the lumber camps 
out west. 

Miss ' Smith started her 
teaching career when most 
schools were one-room build- 
ings, heated by wood-burning 
stoves.. She shoveled snow, 
started the*f ire, and swept the 
floors in addition to her teach 
ing duties. ..' 

Not all of her years were 
spent in teaching. For sev- 
eral years Miss Smith worked 
for the Congregational Mis- 
sionary-Board in Chicago, do- 
ing proof-reading and writing 
an occasional' article. 

Throughout hcri. life, she 
was active in church work. 
During the years the family 
lived in Ivanhoe, she attend- 
ed the Congregational Church. 
She moved from Ivanhoe to 
Grayslake, where her sister, 
Theo, lived with her. At that 
time, she lived next. door to 
the-W. C. Petty family and 
Mrs. Petty became one of her 
closest friends. Miss Smith 
moved to Antioch about 30 
years ago. 

At cine time. she was prin- 
cipal of the Lake Villa Grade 
School. When she started 
teaching at Antioch High 
School in 1919, her first Latin 
class had four pupils.. There 
were only about 70 in the en- 
tire high school at that time. 
When she retired in 1940, 
hundreds of Antioch residents 
were among her former pu- 
pils: 

Throughout her life in Anti- 
och, Miss Smith was active in 
the Methodist Church. She 
rarely missed a meeting of 
the Women's Society of Chris- 
tian-Service or. the prayer 
group, and taught in the Sun- 
day School until she was 9Q, 
when her eyesight failed.
